Reading For Editors 


Editor Bulletin: As a modestly 
educated indivi@@™l myself, might 
I comment on one aspect of the 
freedom of the press; to wit: the 
educational qualifications of the 
editors gnd writers of certain Can- 
adian newspapers. 

In the past half-century, the press 


and periodical publications general- 
ly have invaded the spheye of edu- 
cation in the most practical fashion 
To protect the people, school teach- 
ers are required to meet a certain 
standard of training and education 
Under private enterprise, news- 
Paper editors and writers are free 
of all control. Should not the gov- 
ernment set a certain “required 
reading” for all who aspire to edit 
or write for the press? I have been 
reading various Canadian news 
papers lately and their attitudes on 


socialism, communism and eco 
nomics, for example, makes it 
wholly obvious that their staffs 


simply have not read up on their 
subjects. There are books like Prof 


| Harold Laski’s “Communism”, first 


published in 1927 and which has 
run through a dozen or more edit- 
ions, which can be had for a dollar 
Laski is not a Communist and his 
book is a cold presentation of the 
subject and is, to some extent, out 
of date now. 

Yet if these newspaper critics of 
reform had read it, not merely 
would they be more intelligent in 
their writing, but they would not 
damage their own cause to the ex- 
tent they do, daily. 

I hold no brief for communism 
But I do feel the public is entitled 
to intelligent presentation and com- 
ment of the news. And when two- 
thirds of the press resolutely ig- 
norés a very large field of reput- 
able publication of fact and investi- 
gation, apart from philosophical 
speculation, I think it high time the 
government, in the interests of the 
people it serves, should apply a 
schedule of “required reading” to 
all publishing “teachers”.

he had demonstrated, in his own 
greenhouse, that they could be 
grown readily here, if given enough 
heat. The importation of fruit was 
entirely non-economic and a scan- 
dalous waste of jobs, for in the 
United States and Central America 
half a dozen men could grow tons 
and tons of oranges and bananas, 
whereas in this country, under 
glass, he had calculated that it, 
would require the labor of a hun- 
dred men to produce a dozen crates 
of fruit in a year. The opportunities 
of employment here were almost 
unlimited, and in many other simi- 
lar lines, But government interfer- 
ence in the natural movements of 
trade, the work of the politicians, 
made it impossible for honest men 
to find a job 

Mr. Archibald, the local school 
teacher, very learned man but 
suspected of radical tendencies, 
said this was all very well but did 
not go far enough. We should not 
be content to stop the importation 
of goods from other nations, but 
should stop importing them from 
other provinces, like Ontario, 
which had never done anything for 
and from Quebec, which had 
low wage standards, bound to un- 
dermine ours, and which even 
spoke another language. But we 
should not compromise with our 


principles as the politicians did; 
we should have self-containment 
not only for provinces but for 


every community in Canada. 

Mr. Prudbury agreed that he was 
tired of paying tribute to the city 
five miles away and recalled that 
in the early days of pioneering, 
when every settler produced every- 
thing for himself, he had never 
heard of anyone being out of work. 
In fact, he and his wife and child- 
ren worked from dawn to dark and 
then could not get all the work 
done. Politics, he said, had ruined 
this satisfactory way of life 

* * * 

This, said Mr. Archibald, was 
quite true, and to prove it he pre- 
sented the result of- investigations 
into the culture of the native In- 
dians who, he said, had been more 
efficient and more prosperous than 
the early white settlers. He had 
been -unable to find a single case 
of unemployment among the In- 
dians.

~ Got Glad Eye 
At Northville 


Testimony to the effect that 
Mrs. Nettie (Naja) Hut and her 
sister, Vera Zukowski, Northville 
district residents, had given the 
“glad eye” to German prisoners- 
of-war within a week of the ar- 
rival of the latter at the work- 
camp, was told to Magistrate 
Harold L. Hawe KC, by Reinhold 
| Bauer, 24-year-old German army 

lance-corporal, in city police 
court Wednesday morning. Bauer 
| and a fellow soldier, Kurt Wolf- 
anger are charged with indecent 
| assault. | 
Bauer was called to the stand | 
after the refusal of the bench to 
consider an application for dis- 
|missal, made late Tuesday after-| 
noon, by defense counsel J. A 
Mavor KC, of Calgary. 

Background of the young prison- 
er’s life was outlined to court. He 
joined the German army April 2, 
1941, serving with Rommel's 
forces in Africa, where he was con- 
nected with the 104th regiment as 
a sharpshooter. 

Less than a year later, he was 
captured, leaving Africa soon after 
for Canada, When he arrived in 
Canada in May, 1944, he was sent 
to Grenada. In September last he 
was drafted to a sawmill at North- 
ville | 
ON FARM LAND 

Four or five days later, when ac 
companied by Kurt Wolfanger, an 
other prisoner-of-war charged with 
the similar offense of indecent as 
sault, together with a third mem- 
ber of the work-camp, they wander- 


ed on to the farm of Victor Hut 
about one-half mile from the 
camp. 


Two women left the farmhouse, 
as the trio approached, the witness 
said. They were Naja Uut and 
Vera Zukowski, who laughed and 
shouted, “Hello, boys!” 


THOUGHT FRIENDLY 

The women were followed to the 
pasture, a short distance away, by 
the men who watched the cows 
being milked, after which Bauer 
and Wolfagner each carried a pai! 
of milk to the house. Before they 
left, continued the witness, he and 
his companions understood from 
the gestures of friendliness that 
they were being invited to return 

For the next fortnight, Bauer and 
Wolfanger were visitors at the 
farm almost every other night 
going because they believed they 
had a standing invitation. | 

Bauer stated that when Hut en- |
